A general fight between the rob- 
bers and'citizens ensued, in which two 
persons/.were killed and" several in- 
jured.

The killed are: '•iGeorge Buckingham, 


of Long View, who was firing upon the 
robbers; George Bennett, one of the 
robbers. 


The injured are: City Marshal Muck- 


leroy, shot in the abdomen; may not 
recover. Charles Leonard; a bystander, 
shot in the leg, which had to be ampu- 
tated. J. W. McQueen, ona of the at- 
tacking party'of citizens, can not re- 
cover. T. C. Somers, of Long View, 
flesh wound in side; also shot in hand. 
T. E. Clemmons, cashier of, the First 
National bank, shot in the hand. 


At just about the closing houi 


Wednesday afternoon, while Cashiei 
Thomas Clemmons .was getting ready 
to remove .the cash from the counter to 
the vault, two roughly dressed men, 
both heavily armed, entered the bank. 


The only persons in the bank at the 


time were the cashier and President 
Joseph Commons, of- the bank; One 
of the men approached the cashier, and 
after a moment's conversation, quickly 
pulled two revolvers from his pockets 
and ordered him to hold up his hands. 
The : other man had, in the mean- 


time, walked carelessly around toward 
the side door- of -the counting room, 
und, 
acting simultaneously with his 


accomplice, made a leap for President 
Clemmens, and throwing him to the 
floor, pinioned him there. \

The cashier 
> by this time had ;his 


h.indsup, and robber No. 1, covering 
Mm with a revolver in ,one hand, 
emptied the coin and bills from the til) 
into his pockets. The amount secured 
whs about 82,500. 


While this was going on, two other 


members of the gang, -who were in an 
open space in the rear of the building, 
had aroused the suspicions of City Mar- 
shal Muckieford, who happened to be 
near, and that officer started for help. 


The two immediately opened fire on 


him, 
one ball striking- him in the ab- 


domen, bringing him to the ground, 
probably mortally wounded. • 


The shooting quickly drew a crowd 


from the stores near the bank building. 
George Buckingham, a merchant, fired 
on the robbers, wounding one of them 
in the face, but he was instantly killed 
by a bullet from the, revolver of one of 
the men, who had been drawn from 
their work inside the bank by the 
shooting.

The quartet made a break for their 


horses, firing at the crowd as they ran. 
One fell dead from a. bullet fired by one 
of the attacking party, but the others 
escaped apparently unhurt. 


Despite the uncertain aim of the flee- 


ing- robbers, three of the citizens' party 
were wounded, one, J. W. McQueen, a 
saloon-keeper, fatally. 
The injuries 


of Lcpnard and Clemmons are not seri- 
ous. 


The robber who held up the cashier 


was recognized by several people as 
John M. Jones, a well known character 
in this city. 
The dead robber is be- 


lieved to be George Bennett, who was 
well known here several years ago, 
but left because of some trouble he got 
into.

The other members of the gang were 


not recognized. President Clemmons, 
of the bank, at once offered a reward 
of 8500 for the capture of the bandits, 
dead or alive, and an additional reward 
of S300 was offered by business men of 
the town. 


The robbers had hardly disappeared 


from view when a posse was formed, 
horses were secured, and the chase was 
begun.. They were heard from Wednes- 
day evening-, and are close upon the 
desperadoes. If the latter are cap- 
tured, it is not thought likely that they 
will be brought back here at once, for 
fear of lynching.

Harriet Hayden, a colored woman and 
former slave, to Harvard university to 
found a scholarship ' for the benefit of 
poor and deserving colored students. 
The bequest.of S.">,0()0 has been paid in- 
to the treasury of the college, and the 
fund will be ready for some colored 
student next fall. By the terms of the 
will a preference will be given a medi- 
cal student. Harriet was the widow of 
old Lewis Hayden, who before the war 
was a slave and escaped with his wife 
and baby to Canada, and after the eman- 
cipation proclamation by Lincoln, and 
during the stirring scenes of the war, 
was well known as the confidential ad- 
visor of Governor Andrew, of Massa- 
chusetts, in the movements which led 
to the fanning of colored regiments.

securing revenue for the government. 
It is concerned in maintaining its own 
abnormal profits. 
If it advocates the 


restoration of a duty on raw sugars it 
desires that such a restoration shall be 
accompanied by abundant protection 
for itself in the form of a duty on re- 
fined sugars. 


This grasping trust is treading on 


dangerous ground. The people have 
no love for it. and the democratic sena- 
tor or representative who supports and 
furthers its desire, will betray his con- 
stituent--;. I may be that the efforts 
of the trust will result in harm to 
it.self. It is playing- with a two-edged 
sword. 
In endeavoring to serve its 


pocket it may easily reimpose a tax 
upon it 
Congress mav conclude that 


a tax should be placed upon raw sugars 
for revenue purposes, and may also 
njrree with the people that nothing 
should be done to aid the trust. Tho 
trust would not. like a duty on its .raw 
material, and free refined sugars. Hut 
congress is quite likely to accept the 
testimony of experts that sugar can be 
refined in this country cheaper than 
anywhere else, and keep refined su- 
gars on the free list, where they arc 
placed by the Wilson bill, while plac- 
ing a revenue tax on raw sugars.—X. 
Y. World.

MILLIONS IN SILVER., 


hll:Mle!phi:i Mint Vault Opened After 


Iluvliig Been I.onkoil Tlirec i'tws. 


The huge vault at the mint, known 
s vault C, in which has been sealed up 
or nearly four years ;50,000,000 of 
tandard silver dollars, was opened a 
ew :Buys ago, and the long and 
aborrous task of counting-this big 
mount of money was begun. As the 
ccasion was deemed one of impor- 
ince, says the Philadelphia Times, 
Here was observed some little formal- 
ly. "Dr. Caleb Whiiehcad had come on 
rom Washington to represent the 
mint bureau; Frank Sartori represented 


uperintendent To'.viisend, and W. L. 
iosbyshell, Col. Bosbyshell's son, rep- 
esented the former superintendent. 
Villiam ' E. Morgan, United States 
reasijry examiner, was also present. 
United States Treasurer Daniel N. 
lorgan, who, with his son, happened 
X3 bo in this city, and accompanied by 
Maj. Wornmn, witnessed tlie breaking 
if the seal and afterward made a tour 
if inspection of the mint.

C. II. Townsend, cashier of the 


aint, having been given the combina- 
ion of the vault, proceeded to open 
he door. This was easily accomplished, 
ut when the inner door was reached 
ome difficulty was experienced, as 
ven after the combination lock was 
nanipulated the door refused to open, 
he bolts from long disuse sticking 
ast.

This was soon overcome, however, 
ntrance was finally effected and the 
assembled officials stepped within the 
nclosure where lay piled up millions. 
On the inside door, fastened by sealing 
wax, was a sheet ol foolscap paper,con- 
aining the statement that 833,000,000 
ind been placed there on February 7, 
800, with Maj. Meline, of the treasury; 
B. F. Butler, of the mint .bureau, and 


ames C. Eyster, of the mint, present, 


and that, further, 817,000,000 more had 
been sealed up on May 26, IS91. 


Tlie vault emitted a damp, musty 


jdor when opened. Under the glare of 
he electric light the great wealth of 
vtored silver was visible. There it lay 
n bags just as it, had been placed. 
There were 50,000 bags, each contain- 
ng 31,000 in shinjng coin. These bags 
were piled up one on top of the other, 
he topmost 
almost 
reaching the 


irehed ceiling of the vault, nearly 
nine feet high. The whole mass had 
>een arranged in different stacks. 
The first stack was thirteen bags high 
and eight across. Just in the rear of 
,his was* a second stack, while still 
farther back loomed up a third. This, 
Jiough, represents only one section of 
;he vault. Altogether there are nine. 
The weight of this great amount of 
silver is 2,850,000 pounds avoirdupois, 
and the tremendous pressure of the 
upper bags upon the lower had caused 
a number of the latter to burst, caus- 
ng their glistening contents to spread 
out upon the floor.

AGRICULTUREOF THE ANCIENTS 


rain ami Vegetables • Raised by the Cliff 


Uwoller*. 


In the wilfis of Colorado and Arizona, 
ire found extensive ruins of habita- 
tions, which, from having1 been built 
in the face of steep cliffs, have re- 
neivcd the name of cliff dwelling's. 
These ruins, says the American Agri- 
culturist, have late!y been explored by 
scientists, and in .them have been 
found 
numerous human mummies. 


These people were ;>f ordinary stature, 
well formed and hud hair of a blonde 
color, which goes to show that they 
were not like the red Indians of the 
present day. Thuy knew the art ol 
spinning and weaving', the making oi 
ornamental cooking utensils, and the 
art of brick making. Hut \vhat is oi 
still greater interest they raised corn, 
cotton, beans, pumpkins, and other 
vegetables. 
That these crops were 


raised by thorn i:: indispntable, as ] 
have seen great quantities of each 
that were taken in a dried state from 
their dwellings, 
it, is interesting1 to 


note the great improvement in the 
corn of the prcf.ent day over that which 
was raised by the cliff dwellers. 
The 


corn of the latter was very small,bo thin 
the Icernel and in si.se of the ear. This 
contrast goes (o pr>ve what a wonder 
ful effect human selection and good 
cultivation can produce on plant life 
There were found in these cliff dwell 
ings robes made <>f feathers, also 
blankets mad-e of wool and cotton 
children's toys and crutches for the 
TKp of some invalid. Where these peo- 
pie came from ;s a question archaeology 
is not yet able to answer. 
But tha1 


they were an agriontnral people ad 
rafts of no doubt, and that they were 
surrounded by hos.tile tribes is also 
evident, as they were forced to take 
refnge in their almost inaccessibl 
abodes on the steep clifrs.
